SGA made approximately 
>1000 on Tuesday night's 
concert featuring Head East. 
Kaisin'Kane. and Homegrown 
funk, despite the last-minute 
cancellation of the original 
lead group Styx, Mark 
Sterling. SGA vice president, 
said 

Tm just really, really 
happy that the thing went over 
so well,” Sterling commented 
"To me I had absolutely no 
problems the day of the show 
The crowd was great. The 
groups were great and 
everybody involved with the 
concert did a super job.” 

The problems however, 
arose the day before the 
scheduled Styx, Head East 
concert when Styx canceled 
their appearance 

"We’re really sorry about 
Styx canceling at the last 
minute, but I was informed 
Monday about 1:30 that the 
lead vocalist was in the 
hospital, so it came to a 
decision of canceling the 
whole concert or still going 
ahead with the show, Sterling 
stated 

"We thought there was still 
a lot of enthusiasm towards 
Head East and we tried to get 


"It didn’t bother me," 
Denise Henderson.member of 
ID, said "If damage had been 
done, then we would have been 
liothered by it I have no idea 
why this was done anyway” 

Henderson likewise 
reported that her suite was 
made up of some sorority 
members She said three were 
sisters of Zeta Tau Alpha and 
two were independents, in 
eluding herself She said that 
the living room door was 
sometimes locked and 
sometimes it wasn't, depen 
ding on how many suite 
members were out late each 
night 

Liz Kobbins of 3G also 


reported the piling of the 
furniture and the lettering o( 
"Helter Skelter." She said 
there was no real damage 
however. 

"We considered it a prac 
tieal joke but it wasn't very 
funny." she staled "It kind ol 
scared us." 

Kobbins Said her suite door 
is normally locked most of the 
time but for some reason it 
was not locked that night 

"I don't know why it wasn't 
locked that night " she ex 
plained, "but it is sure going to 
be locked at night from now 
on." 

3G. according to Kobbins, 
also contains sorority 


members 

The basic opinions of the girls 
in each of the three suites 
were split in nature Some 
considered the incident a joke 
while others stated that they 
did consider it a practical joke 
but that it was an extremely 
"sick" joke None felt the 
incident was meant as a threat 
tactics.

Three Atrium suites were 
recently vandalized with the 
words "Heller Skelter” 
written on the walls, ac¬ 
cording to Safety and Security 
officer Steve Jahr, who was in 
charge of the investigation 
The hurglarizations oc¬ 
curred on the night of April 12 
13 . from approximately 
midnight to 1:30 a m., ac 
cording to Jahr He explained 
that the vandalism consisted 
nl the furniture being piled up 
on one side in the living room 
and the words "Heller 
Skelter” being written with 
what he thought to I* a magic- 
marker on one wall in each 
suite. One of the suites was left 
with a knife sticking in the 
bathroom door and a 
bathroom rolled with toilet 
paper. The three Atrium 
suites vandalized are 3D, 2N. 
and 3G, all female suites. 

"The lettering in each of the 
suites was a little different," 
Jan Bissett. Atrium head 
resident, said "All the let¬ 
tering. though, was red. and 
was probably about ten inches 
from top to bottom.” 

Officer Jahr said he was not 
able to talk to many of the 
gills but those he did talk to 
did not seem to know much 
about the whole incident, such 
as when it happened and 
motives. He added, though, 
that nothing had turned up 
yet, and the matter was still 
under investigation. He ex 
plained that the girls reported 
no suspects and as yet he had 
none to report cither. 

hi 2N, the suite with the 
knife incident, an unidentified 
member of the suite said her 
suite knew that it was a 
practical joke but that "it 
wasn't very funny at all at 
first ." She said the suite is a 
sorority suite, Alpha Delta Pi 
"Our living room door was 
unlocked at the lime,” she 
reported "We normally keep 
it locked but it wasn't this 
time. I don't know why.” 


Sterling said following the 
concert Tuesday night that he 
thought going ahead with the 
concert was definitely the 
right decision. 

A total of 2090 people at¬ 
tended the concert, Brenda 
liankin. SGA secretary of 
finance said. Most of the 3*i6 
people who received total 
refunds were students. Rankin 
said that 441 tickets were also 
sold at the door 
Sterling said that he was 
sorry about the inconvenience 
to those who had to come to 
the Pieldhouse to get their 
refunds experienced, but it 
was the only way possible to 
handle refunds 
"With this concert out of the 
way I’m really looking for 
ward to having some great 
concerts for next year,” 
Sterling concluded. 


With the incident occurring 
some two weeks ago Safety 
and Security nor any of the 
other dormitories have 
reported other incidents of 
this specific nature. None 
of the suites reported 
any substantial damage.

Although no official an¬ 
nouncement of the Satz 
nomination has been made, 
various reliable sources have 
said (hat his name will be 
introduced at the Board 
meeting in June for the 
position of Dean of Graduate 
Studies. 

Dr. Norman Campbell, 
presently vice chancellor for 
academic affairs and director 
of graduate studies, will retire 
effective July 1 Dr Jimmy 
Trentham, provost, has been 
approved by the Board for the 
position of Vice Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs. He will 
lake on the position in addition 
to his duties as Provost, but a 
new person is needed to 
perform the graduate studies 
duties. 

A search was instigated 
Winter Quarter for a person to 
assume the duties 

Trentham. when contacted 
about the nomination for the 
position, said he preferred not 
to comment 

Satz served as president of 
the Martin Chapter of the 
American Association of 
University Professors this 


this year as acting dean of the 
school, then we’ll see what 
happens.” 

Chancellor Larry T 
McGehee said he preferred 
not to comment on the two 
nominations 

“We can’t make any an¬ 
nouncement until June 17,” 
McGehee said. 

It is a policy of the Board of 
Trustees not to make any 
public announcement of ap¬ 
pointments until their ap 
proval by the Board. 

Campbell has served as Dean 
of Graduate Studies since 
1967. Trentham earlier this 
year commended the job 
Campbell had done with 
graduate studies, but said 
Campbell had recognized the 
need for a separate person to 
be in charge of the program 

The Chancellor also com- 
m ended Campbell 

for his service to the in¬ 
stitution, when contacted 
yesterday. 

“1 think Dr. Campbell’s long 
years of service reflect in so 
many ways the way the in¬ 
stitution itself has developed,” 
Chancellor l^rry T. McGehee 
stated “‘He Symbolizes in so 
many ways the consistency 
and constancy of leadership 
this campus has had in the 
past. There is just no way to 
show him how indebted we are 
V> him as a institution 
y Mv first reaction is that the

Faculty members agree: 
funding needs paramount 


A survey recently taken 
reveals that 93 per cent of 153 
faculty members who 
responded thought that most 
of UTM’s academic budget 
should continue to support 
undergraduate education 

The sub-comittee on the role 
and scope of the University, 
part of the task force on long- 
range planning, has recently 
done a survey of faculty 
members on various issues. 

“The principle role of 
providing high quality un¬ 
dergraduate education was 
recently underscored by a 
survey of faculty, staff, ad¬ 
ministration. and some area 
political leaders,” the com¬ 
mittee report states. "A very 
large percentage of those 
surveyed expressed a belief in 
the present role and scope. 

"The survey indicated that 
this role could best be filled by 
the development of innovative 
instructional methods and 
programs,” the statement 
continues The survey 
reflected a strong en¬ 
dorsement for academic in 
ternships and cooperative 
education The faculty also 
showed strong support for the 
development of non- 
traditional professionally- 
oriented programs.” 

Seven conclusions were 
drawn from the response of 
faculty members on the 
survey by the sub-committee 


on role and scope Those 
being: 

1. The resources of the 
University should continue to 
be used primarily to support 
undergraduate programs 

2. The University should, to 
the extent possible, meet the 
needs of individuals by 
providing opportunities for 
superior students, in¬ 
dependent study, student 
research, and the 
educationally disadvantaged 

3. Opportunities for prac¬ 
tical experience while pur¬ 
suing University education 
should Ire provided through 
cooperative education and 
internship programs. 

4. Commensurate with the 
pursuit of high quality 
education, the University 
should provide the means 
and opportunities for im 
provement of instructional 
techniques and for the con 
tinuing professional 
development of faculty. 

5. The University should be 
committed to meeting the 
developing educational needs 
of the region by providing 
undergraduate and graduate 
professionally-oriented public 
service programs. 

6 We should strive to attract 
high quality students. 

7. The University should 
encourage the academic units 
to continually assess their 
programs and courses. 


The above were submitted 
following the completion of a 
survey on various questions 
concerning the University in 
which faculty members could 
rank their feeling towards an 
issue as strongly agree, agree, 
neutral or no opinion, disagree 
or strongly disagree 
The faculty were shown by 
the survey to agree quite a lot 
on some issues but on some 
issues they did not appear to 
give the issue too much en 
dorsement. 


Approximately 81 per cent 
of the faculty agreed with the 
statements that. "The 
University should encourage 
courses for superior students, 
and also the question if they 
"think this role and scope 
should continue to be our 
objective?” 

Around 80 per cent of the 
faculty surveyed thought 
UTM should encourage inde¬ 
pendent study by students. 
Various other questions 
were also asked

McGehee said that he thinks 
the discussion can continue 
and that some resolutions can 
be come up with He added 
that much of the emotionalism 
originally connected with the 
issue had died and just by 
talking the problems out and 
looking at the data he thought 
that solutions could be 
reached 

The Chancellor recently 
approved recommendations 
passed by the Traffic and 
Parking Authority. He ap 
proved a resolution which 
makes University staff 
members register their cars 
every year instead of every 
other year as was previously 
done. The faculty and staff 
will be charged $2.50 per car to 
register each vehicle up to a 
maximum of $5 per year The 
Chancellor also approved the 
charging of $1 for replacement 
decals for everyone 

The Chancellor also ap¬ 
proved the opening of all staff 
lots from 3 p.m. until 8 a m 
for usage by anyone. The lots 
are also available on the 
weekends The Fine Arts 
Building lot will be the only lot 
which will not open up at 3 
p.m. 

The Chancellor said that he 
realized this would not solve 
all the problems, but he hoped 
it would help 

McGehee also approved a 
student proposal requesting 
the positioning of a stop sign 
next to the ROTC Building 

He vetoed a proposal which 
would have given him a 
reserved parking place in 
front of the Administration 
building, but said he would 
pay $50 a year in parking fees 
if he was allowed to park in 
any unoccupied spaces in 
front of the Administration 
Building He said as much as 


Chancellor Larry T. Mc¬ 
Gehee said yesterday that he 
does not want the parking 
problems brought up by 
students being discussed on 
campus to be dropped but he 
recommended people talk to 
each other about the 
problems. 

“I don't want the issue to

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Campbell's long career 
educationally influential 


The retirement of Dr Norman Campbell, 
current Vice-Chancellor lor Academic Affairs 
and Director of Graduate Studies, brings to an 
end the career of a man that has become an 
institution on campus since coming here 33 
years ago as a chemistry instructor 
The list of campus positions held by Camp¬ 
bell is an impressive one Aside from his 
professional work in chemistry. Campbell 
served as the Head of Liberal Arts and Dean of 
Instruction before taking over his present dual 
roles in 1967 and 1969 His influence while in 
these positions has undoubtedly been in 
strumental in raising UTM to its present level 
of academic excellence, and his long and 
dedicated service to education has left an 
imprint on thousands of students and fellow 
teachers He, as much as anyone, deserves 
credit for much of the academic development 
the school lias seen 

His influence has also been felt in many 
additional and diverse areas He has chaired at 
various times the Athletics Committee, the 
Assemblies Committee, the Research Com 
mittee. The Space Utilization Committee, and 
numerous ad hoc committees He is currently 
Chairman of the Graduate Council. Executive 
Secretary of the Curriculum Committee, and 
member of the Instruction Committee. Com¬ 
mittee on Tenure and Promotion, and 
. University Council He also served as yearbook 
: sponsor from 1951 to 1959 

Through these positions, past and present. 
•Campbell has had an opportunity to make 
: decisions and recommendations that have 
shaped the academic personality of this school 
These decisions were necessary, if not always 
popular, and like any other person in an in¬ 


fluential position. Campbell has stepped on the 
proverbial toes of some persons His con¬ 
tributions. though, have earned for him the 
gratitude and respect of the University corn 
munity 

The University will continue to function 
despite the retirement of Campbell, and no one 
knows this better than Campbell His absence 
will be very noticeable, however, and the job of 
his successors will not be an easy one His long 
shadow will continue to be cast across this 
University for years to come

The possibility of a new program in studio 
and performing arts, now under consideration 
by a C urriculum Committee of the School 
Liberal Arts, could ultimately prove to be very 
valuable for the sometimes ignored students in

The proposed program has some factors that 
need to be analyzed, but if developed properly, 
it could be one of the more positive curriculum 
changes in years for both the students in the 
fine arts and the University itself Hopefully it 
can be developed as quickly as possible 


Edward's Trustee service 
important symbolic step 


When Emmett Edwards was elected as 
student representative on the U.T Board of 
Trustees It was an important step- for 
Edwards, the students, and UTM. 

Edwards ts only the second student, and the 
first black, to hold this position and great 
significance can be placed on his election In 
the not-loo-distant past it would have been 
unthinkable for a student to be a member of the 
Board of Trustees- much less a black student 
Edwards has had a rare opportunity to break 
ground for those who follow His was a very 
difficult and delicate position and any and all of 
his actions musl be judged in light of this 
situation 

With a number of possible roles available to 
him. Edwards, perhaps necessarily, chose to 
be a diplomat and work closely with the 
system While many would have preferred that 


Edwards had taken a more active role, the 
decision had to be his own He may be 
questioned for his method of representation, 
but his performance within the limits he set for 
himself can not be faulted 

Unfortunately, the effectiveness of any lone 
student representative on an administratively 
top-heavy Board of Trustees is greatly reduced 
The problem will remain the same until 
students are given a real, rather than token 
voice, in the management of the U.T. system 

Emmett Edwards has earned a place in UTM 
history 

While his role has not been that represen¬ 
tative or activistic. it. has at leas! been sym¬ 
bolic and diplomatic. His presence, if not his 
actions, could yet prove to be valuable to both 
future representatives and the students alike.

As a graduale 
student I can understand how 
this point of view would be 
popular among students 
However, using the same 
rationale, the employees of 
General Motors might well 
say that il they were not 
employed for the purpose of 
designing and building 
automobiles, then there would 
be no need for General 
Motors. This is not quite the 
case, since if the employees of 
G M were not employed, an 
automobile shortage would 
soon exist and need for 
General Motors would soon 
become increasingly im¬ 
portant Similarly, if students 
were not enrolled in univer¬ 
sities the need for these 
universities and their ad¬ 
ministrators and faculties 
would also become in¬ 
creasingly apparent. 

Students are required for 
universities to exist 
However, without Ihe ad¬ 
ministrators and faculty to 
operate ihese institutions 
there would soon be no in¬ 
stitutions for students to at¬ 
tend Il’s a two-way street 

The fact that students are 
outnumbered policy-making 
committees and boards is not 
at all unjust.. Upon entering 
Ihe business world around 
you, you will soon discover 
that only Ihose persons who 
have worked their way to the 
highest administrative 
positions are included on such 
committees Vour idealistic 
view that every faction of an 
organization should have 
equal representation in policy 
making is quite, admirable 
However, no organizationW'th 
which I am familiar, including 
the United States Govern¬ 
ment, operates in this fashion 
You now are aclually living in 
a very progressive portion of 
our society. 

Hold onto your hat; you've 
only just begun!

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Campbell to relinquish posts

Dr Norman Campbell, 
currently serving as Vice 
Chancellor for Academic 
Affairs and Director of 
(Graduate Studies, will reflect 
on a 33-year career at UTM in 
a special speech Monday at 7 
pm in the Humanities 
Auditorium 

Campbell, a native of 
(Jreenfield, will retire this 
summer He has served in 
several capacities since 
coming to UTM chemistry 
professor. Head of Liberal 
Arts. Dean of Instruction, and 
his present posts He has also 
served on several committees, 
and in professional 
organizations 

In an interview last week. 
Campbell reflected on his 
career and the future of higher 
education 

Q. How do you feel, as you 
prepare lor retirement, about 
>our educational career in 
general, and if you had to 
choose teaching or ad¬ 
ministration. which would it 
be? 

A. 

I think I’ve enjoyed the 
administration more I’ve 
enjoyed both, but in ad¬ 
ministration I've had a chance 
to be involved in a great many 
more things, perhaps not 
more important things, but 
things that had to be done for 
the whole institution I’ve 
seen the institution itself grow 
and had a greater feeling that 
I have been helpful, possibly 

Q. When you first came to 
UTM. about how many faculty 
members were here and what 
was the enrollment? 

A. 

I first came during World 
War II, and as for civilian 
faculty members, there 
weren’t over 15 or 20. The first 
year I taught, there were 120 
civilian students plus 200 to 300 
military trainees Of the 
civilian students, something 
like 100 were girls and about 25 
were boys that were either 


crippled or too young to go to 
i he service 

They had dances then when 
the girls had to dance with 
each other 

Q A few years back UTM’s 
enrollment was projected to 
he around kooo by IS8® What 
reasons do : you feel are 
responsible fbr this figure 
probabl.s not being reached? 

A. 

The decrease in the number 
of children torn is the big 
reason We have made studies 
taking the number of first 
graders in schools in Ten 
nessee, and if you take the 


programs 

Q Do you think the decline 
in enrollment mentioned 
earlier is dangerous for the 
future of the school, or do you 
think it could conceivably 
increase the quality of 
«‘ducation here? 

A. 

I think it will require very 
careful planning It doesn't 
have to have the bad effect 
that we at first thought it 
might have. 

It does require careful 
planning, looking ahead at the 
staffing, planning, buildings, 
and refusing to go out on a 


If it is a decision that I think is for the good of the school it 
doesn't bother me a great deal if someone doesn't like it. I 
seldom lose any sleep at night over anything pertaining to the 
school about the only time I ever lose any sleep is when I sort 
of lost my temper or said something to somebody I shouldn’t 
have said or done something to someone I myself feel wasn’t 
lair or right thing to do." 

Dr. Norman Campbell 
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number of first graders in the 
whole state and plot it by 
years, you can see a decline 
This decline will be translated 
into a decline in high school 
seniors 12 years later That is 
the raw material from which 
we get our college freshmen 
Our studies along this line 
indicate that even now it is 
declining a little bit in Ten 
nessee. 

Another factor is the 
number going to college is 
probably a little less right now 
tocause of several reasons: 
the disillusionment some 
people seem to feel, economic 
reasons, some little changes in 
attitude in people toward 
college, coupled with this 
decline in high school seniors. 
That 8000 projection just 
didn't take into consideration 
all the facts 

Q. If you had to name some 
four or five major events that 
have occurred since you came 
here that have been the most 
significant, what would they 
be.* 

A. 

I think the most significant 
one was the going from a 
branch campus arrangement , 
to the system At one time we 
were simply a branch of the 
University of Tennessee at 
Knoxville, hut in 1968 the 
Trustees set up a system 
arrangement in which all the 
campuses were semi- 
independent This gave us the 
right to do our own curriculum 
planning, our own faculty 
employing, and much more 
autonomy in making our own 
budget. Really, I think you 
can date a lot of our present 
stature to that time. 

Of course it was a thrill to 
me to become one of the ad¬ 
ministrative officers A 
process that I helped with 
somewhat was the develop 
ment of the present academic 
program When I first became 
the Dean of Instruction and 
the enrollment was 1200 to 1300 
students, we didn’t have more 
than a half dozen of the 
present majors in Liberal 
Arts, and quite a number of 
the departments we have 
weren’t here We didn’t have 
nursing, engineering, 
technology, and any master’s 
degree programs. It’s been a 
satisfaction having helped in 
the development of all these 
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limb with a lot of new 
allegations. This will enable 
us to use our resources to the 
best. I’ve always been 
somewha! of an optimist, and 
with real careful planning I 
feel we can keep our quality 
through this, if not quantity. 

Q. There has been some 
student and faculty criticism 
of the school’s subsidies to 
athletics. With (hr demands of 
Title l\. do you think this 
issue will become more or less 
of a factor on campus? 

A. 

I think everybody in the 
administration is keenly 
aware of it-the main objective 
of Ihe institution is (he 
academic programs At the 
same lime, I know (he 
Chancellor and others have 
given a lot of serious thought 
as to what would be the effect 
of discontinuing the athletic 
program 

When you start calculating 
on it. it would certainly mean 
lhal those on scholarships 
would go elsewhere and 
almost every one of them 
would take one or two students 
with him or her. The loss of 
students would mean loss of 
income and I'm not really sure 
we wouldn't lose more than 
we'd gain I don'l know, but 
the only way we'd really save 
would be to cut out some 
faculty jobs 

It s a question that you 
could answer a lot better if you 
could really read the future. It 
was a considered judgment, 
and I know Dr. McGehee 
agonized over that a lot It's 
abandoning it may end up 
costing you more than you’d 
save 

If you keep it, of course, you 
need to keep it on some 
competitive basis. What we'd 
really like to see is for those 
schools in Tennessee of our 
general type come down to a 
less highly subsidized form of 
program instead of trying to 
lie national competitions That 
would be Ihe nice thing, but 
public demand is such that it 
isn't likely to happen 

I). Ilow do you feel about 
faculty evaluations by 
students and what weight do 
they have in granting merit 
salary increases and tenure? 

A. 

I ni not really as keen about 
faculty evaluations by all 
students as I was two or three 
years ago, because some 
faculty tend to get disturbed 
by it and feel threatened. I 
think some may have tended 
to try to make their classes 
real happy by giving them 
higher grades, and things like 
lhal. I do feel there ought to be 
some evaluation, and what I'd 
like to see is going to 
evaluating about a third of the 
departments this year, a third 


next year, and a third the next 
year, sort of rotating it 
around It's a pretty big job 
for the students themselves to 
have to evaluate everybody 
during class At the same time 
I do feel we need some input 
from students 
As to the degree to which 
this should be used in deter 
mining raises. I think it is a 
factor but not the only factor 
It should perhaps count leas 
than half, along with the 
chairman’s observations of 
the person, his credentials, his 
service on committees, his 
service as advisor and how he 
gets along with his colleagues 
It is a very worthwhile input, 
but just one of several inputs 
li What effects do you see of 
the more limited tenure policy 
that now seems to be trend in 
much of higher education? 

A. 

It’s not more limited, really, 
just slower. We used to grant 
it in most cases after three or 
four years; now we usually 
wait six years. The reason 
we've slowed down is, of 
course, that we’ve quit 
growing and hiring more new 
faculty members. Eventually 
most of these we have will 
have tenure anyway. they just 
won’t have it quite as quick. 

I think this has to be con¬ 
sidered with this 'ong-range 
planning We've been talking 
a little bit about a system in 
which we hire more people on 
a temporary basis. I wouldn’t 
be in favor of changing a 
permanent appointment to a 
temporary appointment, but I 
think we might consider hiring 
more people on one-year 
appoinlments with them 
knowing that from the 
lieginning. 

I'm nol opposed to (he 
tenure system at all 

(J. lio you feel UTM has met 
the requirements of Title VII 
of the 1961 Civil flights Act? 

A. 

Yes, I think we have. I 
believe the fact that our black 
student population is in¬ 
creasing pretty fast indicates 
the word is getting around to 
them lhat it has reached a 
pretty good level. 

On the whole, we treat the 
black students pretty nice. I 
don’t feel discrimination 
toward them, I can honestly 
say that. 

Q. Do you feel the authors of 
the Buckley Amendment 
realized the full implications 
of the law and do you feel that 
it may have gone too far in 
certain areas? 

A. 

I believe in the general 
principle of it, but I think it 
gets involved in insignificant 
trifles sometimes-the posting 
of grades, for instance. 

(j. Ilow do you feel about the 
"Sunshine Law" as it relates 
to administrative decision 
making, and do you feel there 
are any processes that should 
not be covered? 

A 

This is something you may 
not agree with, but yes, I think 
Ihere are I think when you’re 
talking about deeply personal 
questions involving faculty 
people and so on, whether to 
terminate or not to terminate 
or what this fellow has done 
wrong, it is an invasion of this 
person's privacy to let the , 
public in on it. What you’re 
doing is spreading their bad 
reputation, creating a bad 
reputation through the , 
"Sunshine Law.” ,

favor of it. I don't do many I 
things lhat I don't care for i 
the world knowing about I 
q. How do you see faculty t 
morale at UTM now and do i 
you think there is more or less I 
faculty-administration tension s 
than in the past? y 

A. 


I think the faculty have 
shown a good spirit, by and 
large Ot course, they felt very 
deeply Iasi year when their 
average salary increase was 
less than two and one-half per 
cent, and nobody can blame 
them, but most of them had a 
sense of humor that came to 
the rescue One bunch even 
wrote a song about the won¬ 
ders of teaching and made a 
record of it. 

This year the raises are 
going lo he quite a bit better, 
and I think the majority have 
pretty good morale, maybe 
better than they had a year 
ago 

(J. l ooking back over your 
career, do you feel there is 
anything you would do over? 

A. 

I think maybe we've 
overextended in some 
respects. I think we got a little 
loo carried away with rapid 
growth, some of us were 
thinking in terms of projec¬ 
tions of 7000 or 8000 students 
We have an academic 
program or two that if we had 
known we were going to settle 
down at 5000 people, we 
wouldn’t have started, and we 
might have left out a building 
or two.

J During World War II when I 
( first came here, the students 


who were here at the time 
I were mostly very young; 
nearly all the boys ihe age 
here now were in service 
Then, right after that, the 
veterans began to come back, 
and they were really eager 
beavers They were critical of 
the teachers that didn't do a 
good job- talk about 
evaluating teachers, they 
really evalualed them in their 
own mind I can remember 
cases in which delegations of 
these veteran students went to 
see the man who was head of 
the school at thal time and tell 
him this teacher wasn't doing 
a good job and to do something 
about it. They stimulated 
everybody 

Of course after the bulk of 
the veterans got through, the 
next big thing was in 1968 or 
1969, sort of a protest feeling I 
don't know what it was 
directed at I think it was 
directed at the Vietnam War 
partly, society partly, and the 
establishment partly. The 
number of young people 18 to 
21 had doubled all at once, and 
the schools weren’t really 
ready to take care of them 
Then drugs began to come on 
the scene, partly because of 
Vietnam, I guess, but in‘89 
some of the schools actually 
had the burnings, lootings, 
and shootings. Then that 
settled down. 

The students now don't have 
much of a spirit of protest I 
disagree with the idea that 
they're purely apathetic. 
They're not apathetic about 
getting their education; they 
may be apathetic about 
student movements, but some 
things they are interested in. 
But they're not interested in 
Ihe things the editprial writers 
might be interested in. They 
are more serious about getting 
things that will help them get 
jobs than they were seven or 
eight years ago. 

Some people seem to feel 
that the quality of (he students 
is not as good as it used to be. I 
don't agree with that - I think 
we have more students, and 
because of this we have a 
chance of getting more that 
aren't very well trained in 
(heir background. I think 
there may De a bigger per¬ 
centage that don’t respond to 
authority quite as much and 
don't feel it necessary to go to 
class every day. But I doubt 
lhat the quality of the average 
student has declined much, if 
any. 

Q. You have been involved 
in several decisions, some of 
which made people happy and 
some unhappy. Does this 
bother you personally or do 
you consider it just part of the 
job? 

A. 

I don’t like to make people 
unhappy, of course, I'd like to 
make everyone happy. Bui I 
learned a long time ago to try 
not to make snap decisions 
and that by thinking the thing 
over a day or two before 
making a decision that in¬ 
volves a person, I am less 
likely to make the wrong 
decision. 

If it is a decision that I think 
is for the good of the school it 
doesn’t bother me a great deal 
if someone doesn't like it. I 
seldom lose any sleep at night 
over anything pertaining to 
the school. about the only time

Q. What are your plans after 
you retire? 

A. 

I have no definite plans. I 
have a number of hobbies, and 
I plan to do them. I might even 
teach a course occasionally, 
but I’m not going to go into 
full-time teaching 
I’m looking forward with 
somewhat mixed emotions, 
more pleasure than otherwise, 
to retiring I'll have to do a 
little bit of adjusting, but 1 
think I can do it.

Diversity increases 
in foreign program 


UTM* International 
Program has increased in 
diversity in the year Dr John 
Eisterhold has served as 
director of the program 

Last year the international 
program was composed of 
approximately 95 per cent 
Venezuelans and this year it is 
composed 60 to 65 per cent 
Venezuelans, Eisterhold 
stated. 

“About 25 different coun¬ 
tries are presently 
represented on campus," 
Eisterhold commented He 
said approximately 20 
Japanese have been involved 
in the International Program 
Five Ecuadorians, four 
Vietnamese refugees, three 
Brazilians, four Libyans, a 
couple of Iranians, and a 
Columbian have also been 
involved in the program 

“I have ten Egyptian 
studenLs coming this sum¬ 
mer," Eisterhold added He 
explained that these students 
were already leaching at 
universities and after they 
received English training at 
UTM they would travel on to 
graduate schools A few 
Venezuelans are also ex¬ 
pected to join the program 
along with a couple of new 
Japanese students 

“We have become much 
more diverse, "he stated. “We 
thought it (the program) 
promoted much more of an 
international atmosphere.” 

Eisterhold said that some 
changes had occurred in the 


program this year besides 
increasing diversity 

“We feel like we made a lot 
of fundamental im 
provements," he commented 
He said that the equipment is 
better and some new courses 
had been introduced. A typing 
class was introduced and new 
teachers were also added to 
the program 

“Our program stacks up 
very favorable in this.region," 
Eisterhold commented “I feel 
like we made progress." He 
added that he felt lucky to 
have worked with the 
program this year and was 
grateful for the good teachers 
in the program 

The International Program 
presently has eight teachers 
and Eisterhold said a new lead 
teacher. Charles Gillon, will 
join the program

A play and mock trial 
dealing with the constitutional 
protection of the right of 
privacy will be presented to 
local audiences in five 
separate performances from 
June 14th to June 24th, ac¬ 
cording to Harry M Hutson, 
professor of history 

This project is part of the 
Tennessee Bill of Rights 
Program, which was funded 
by the Tennessee Committee 
for the Humanities and the 
Tennessee American 
Revolution Bicentennial 
Commissions 

The performance, which 
deals both with a colonial and 
a modern situation involving 
the right of privacy, will be 
given at local high schools and 
on campus The dates are as 
follows: June 14 -Umon City 
High School: June 17- 
Westview High School; June 
21 -South Fulton High School. 
June 23- Ballroom. University 
Center, June 24-Dresden High 
School All performances 
begin at 7:30 p.m and are 
especially designed to reach 
adult audiences in the area 

Dr R.L Brittain, associate 
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professor of English, is 
director of the project, while 
Hutson chairs the local Ad 
visory Committee R is one of 
about twenty programs 
around the state entitled "We 
the People: Our Bill of 
Rights." whose purpose is to 
examine our freedoms in 
relation to current and future 
government policy The 
cooperative funding-from 
both the Tennessee Com¬ 
mittee for the Humanities and 
the Tennessee American 
Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission-make this 
project the only known one of 
its type in the nation 

“I am very pleased that the 
two commissions have 
decided to fund this project in 
our area," Hutson said "Our
